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Despite Sympathy of Victim 


KANSAS CITY, May 23.—@M— 
While Miss Mary McElroy asserted 


she felt no malice toward the men who 


kidnaped her and exacted $30,000 in 
ransom for her release yesterday, her 
father, H.’F. McElroy, city manager, 
directed police in a relentless search 
today for the abductors. 

As the hunt proceeded with federal, 
state and city authorities co-ordinat- 
ing their efforts, T. A. J. Mastin, 
county prosecutor. said he would de- 
mand the death renalty if the men are 
captured and brovghbt to trial. 

“If any kidnaping was an obvious 
example of one that would come under 
the death provision of the law, this 
one was.” Mastir declared. 

In contrast to the attitude of the 
prosecutor and her father, the 25- 
vear-old victim of the abduction to- 
day said, “I don’t believe I’d like to 
see any of these men go to the peni- 
tentiary. I still can’t feel any malice 
toward them. They treated me with 
such consideration. 

“I made no deal or agreement with 
them. They never threatened me. I 
did tell them maybe in a few days 
[ would be the only defender they 
would have, but I brought that up 
myself. I felt it might be true, and 
I am sure of it now.” 

“We'll cet those ‘birds,’” was the 
terse comment of the father who de- 
livered $30,000 to the captors of his 
(laughter along a lonely Kansas road 
in the Kay river bluffs yesterday. 

“As for the money, I would be just 
as soon they divide it and spend it,” 
he said. “It has done its part. But 
there is a principle that now com- 
mands this situation. We will get 
them.” 

The house where Miss McElroy was 
chained to a basement wall for 29 
hours after she was abducted from her 
home Saturday morning, was the im- 
mediate objective of an intensive 
search in the rural region of Wyan- 
dlotte and Johnson counties in Kansas. 
When found, the house was expected 
by police to furnish a clue to the 
identity of the men who used it while 
negotiating with McElroy.

TIFTON, Ga., May 26.—(#)—De- 
tails for the operation of the Abraham 
Baldwin Agricultural College at Tif- 
ton—new state institution designed 
specifically for the purpose of fitting 
students for actual, practical farming 
—have been announced here by Dr. J. 
G. Woodroof, president of the college. 

Dr. Woodroof, who will take over 
the reins of the newly created college 
on July 1, said its purpose is to edu- 
cate young men an young women, and 
odler folks as well, in “practical farm- 
ing, that is to say, to fit them for life 
on the farm.” 

The Abraham Baldwin College was 
created by the board of regents in lieu 
of the Georgia State College for Men 
at Tifton, which was ordered discon- 
tinued as of July 1. 

Plans for the new institution in- 
clude close co-ordination of the work 
of the Coastal Plain Experiment Sta- 
tion, also at Tifton, with the work of 
the college, and also the assignment 
to the Tifton college of ten specialists 
in various phases of farm life, from 
the state extension forces at Athens. 
The state department of vocational 
agricultural education is also to co- 
operate in the program. 

Students for the school will be 
carefully selected and its courses, none 
of which will run more than two 
years, will be open not only to young 
men and young women from the farm, 
or those desirous of going to the farm, 
but short courses will be arranged at 
appropriate seasons of the year for 
older men and women of the farms. 

“The purpose of the institution,” 
said President Woodroof, “is to train 
young men and young women for pro- 
ficiency in the type of farming found 
in the communities from which they 
come. In creating the college, the board 
of regents made it clear that its chief 
purpose is to educate farm youth who 
want to stay on the farm and who 
want to make farming their business, 
and to train them in the practical 
phases of agriculture. Naturally, such 
& program will include not only the 
planting, gathering and marketing of 


life. 

“Briefly, the principal points of the 
educational program are to train stu- 
dents to: 

_ “Manage the farm business effec- 
tively. 

“Produce and market crops and ani- 
mal products efficiently. 

“Establish and maintain a satisfac- 


| tory farm home. 


“Select and purchase suitable farm 
equipment and supplies. 

“Perform appropriate 
farm mechanic activities. 

“*Co-operate intelligently in economic 
activities. 

P “Participate in worthy rural activi- 
1es. 

“Exercise constructive leadership in 
farm problems and to recognize and 
follow worthy leadership. 

“Successfully cope with the health, 
moral and recreational problems of 
rural life.” 

President Woodroof, who will go to 
the college after a:record of outstand- 
ing achievement at the experiment sta- 
tion in Griffin, said he was highly en- 
thusiastic over the possibilities of the 
college, and of the “unusually broad

Among other things, they 
will be asked if farm land will be 
available for them after they leave 
the college and if not, the college will 
co-operate in placing them on such 
lands.” 

Director S. H. Starr, of the experi- 
ment station, will be on the faculty 
of the college. Members of the faculty, 
announced recent!y, .include, in addi- 
tion to Dr. Woodcroof, the following: 

Dr. George H. King, formerly with 
the department of rural education. 
University of Georgia, who recentls 
completed work for the degree of doc- 
ter of philosophy at Cornell Univer- 
sity.

Students who have graduated from 
a regular four-year accredited high 
school will, under the general rules 
for admittance, be eligible for appli- 
cation as students without examina- 
tions. Those above 21 years of age 
who have attended high school three 
years may be. admitted to special 
courses on the approval of the presi- 
dent and instructors. ose over 21 
who are on farms will be admitted to 
special. short courses offered at ap- 
p iafe seasons. 

“The curriculum,” said President 
Woodroof, “will include studies of 
farm business and management, plant 
production, animal production, farm 
machinery and mechanics, specialized 
studies-of various crops and farm ani- 


’mals, general and agricultural chem- 


istry, problems of rural life, English, 
phychics, botany, marketing, poultry, 
mathematics, history and government, 
public speaking, home economics, soils, 
and so on.” 

He said that although the institu- 
tion will be organized on “‘somewhat 
different lines from the general cus- 
tom of colleges and universities 
throughout the yer ey at this time, 
its thoroughness of thstruction and 
effort will make possible the recogni- 
tion of its work at agricultural‘ col- 
leges and other institutions offering 
like courses throughout the country. 
Though the majority of the students 
probably will not desire further col- 
legiate training, should some few of 
them wish to become specialists in any 
of the several agricultural lines, the 
credits of this institution could be ap- 
plied on such degree or _ specialist 
work.” 

The college is to operate for four 
quarters, or 12 months during the 
year. Arrangements are to be worked 
out whereby students, who are un- 
able to spend their time in college, 
may work during part of the year, 
preferably on some agricultural enter- 
prise. Recreational facilities are to 
be provided under direction of the fac- 
ulty. 

The program has been so arranged 
that experts in various fields from 
other institutions in the university 
system may be brought to Tifton to 
teach specialized courses for one or 
more quarters. In addition, Tifton 
will become the seat of operatiqns for 
10 agricultural extension expert8, some 
of whom will be attached to the fac- 
ulty for regular periods, and others 
as field workers. A supervisor of ex- 
tension, and a supervisor of home 
economics, as well as a supervisor of 
vocational education will be stationed 
at the college. ” 

The college was named for the man 
who drew a charter for a complete 
system of state education, embracing 
both a university and a system of ele- 
mentary schools. The charter he drew 
has come down to this day virtually 
unchanged.

Little or no fertilizer was used, 
labor and ginning costs were at 
‘rock bottom and all other expenses 
incident to the operation of a farm 
were greatly reduced, 

Far more than the usual amount 
of holdover cotton is still in the 
hands of the growers, which means 
that the farmers will benefit to an 
unusual extent from rising prices. 

Indications are that this year’s 
crop will also be produced at 
record low cost and a continuance 
of the present climb in cotton 
prices, or even a Stabilization in 
the neighborhood of 10 cents a 
pound, will bring prosperity back 
to the south next fall in such a 
marked degree that .every line of 
industry and business will be bene- 
fited. 

Sustained good prices for cotton 
during the. selling period of the 
crop now being produced will 
mean the turning loose in the 
southern states of hundreds of 
millions of dollars of farming 
profits which will make this sec- 
tion the best market in the coun- 
try for commodities of all kinds. 

Prices this fall depend largely 
upon she size of the present crop, 
but all indications point to the 
continuance of profitable prices. 
Should unfavorable weather condi- 
tions during July and August, 
added to the low yield per acre 
certain as the result of the de- 
creased use of fertilizer, result in 
a comparatively small crop, a 
climb in prices to 15 cents, or 
even beyond, is practically certain.

The notion. that with. the collapse 
of the monarchy and the installation 
of the republic in Spain all was set- 
tled and the millennium on the way 
is now rudely shaken by events which 
take place every day in that country.

That would be a facile and easy 
subterfuge. You don’t explain social 
unrest with natural traits of people, 
especially not with non-existent 
} traits. The trouble is that Spain is 
a desperately poor country. I never 


realized this so much -as when | 
crossed it in several directions not 
many months ago. Desert upon 
desert. Mén clamping themselves with 
desperation to some fertile stretch of 
land, here and there. The govern- 
ment of Spain may have the best in- 
tentions in the world, but what can 
it do without resources to remedy the 
situation. Millions and billions would 
be necessary to rehabilitate Spanish 
agriculture. 

Of course; of this deeper, but all- 
determining economic disastrous sit- 
uation, you don’t notice much in the 
big cities and in the tourist hotels 
which are el dorados of comfort and 
romance, such as romance is under- 
stood very often in our day. But you 
must go into the country. No more 
than you can judge American life by 
the atmosphere in some ritzy New

But if he appears unarmed at your place of business, coolly informing you 
that your home will be bombed unless you pay for “protection,” you 
dare riot defend yourself. The threat against your life is real, but it isn’t 


immediate. 


What chance have honest men when they are denied the right to 
“take the law into their own hands,” and the criminal, thus protected, 


has nothing to fear except the expense and inconvenience of a mistrial?

Any intelligent person who cares to 
read the life of Fasteur may see for 
himself that these trick authorities 
are either ignorant or gees. ] 
suspect that the medical gentleman 
first made the dishonest deduction 
from Pasteur’s experiments, and the 
ex-health commissioner and the bright 
young woman publicist borrowed the 
‘idea from him. 

What Pasteur really proved was 
that he could produce anthrax in 
(hens by inoculating them with the 
‘anthrax germ. Physicians and otb- 
‘ers did not believe this could be done. 
Pasteur inoculated hens with the an- 
thrax germs. but the hens did not 
develop the disease. Fowls have a 
higher natural body temperature than 
sheep, cattle or man. Pasteur con- 
ceived the idea thet if he could bring 
the body temperature of the hen 
down to that of the sheep or man, 
the hen might prove as susceptible to 
anthrax as the sheep and men. Fowl 
naturally never have anthrax. So he 
immersed a hen in cold water for 
hours, 
was brought down to that of mam- 
mals. Then he was able to inoculate 
the hen with anthrax. 

Some. of the old-timers, however. 
insisted the mere chilling of the hens 
had caused the disease which Pasteur 
produced by inoculation with anthrax 
germs. So Pasteur immersed a num- 
ber of hens in cold water till their 
temperature was brought down to that 
of mammals (98), then, instead of 
inoculating them. he took them out 
of the water, dried them and let 
them warm up again to their natural 
body temperature. None of these 
hens became sick or died. 

The important difference between 
Pasteur’s experiment and every day 
exposure to cold and wet such as you 
and I and every live person experi- 
ence, is that°ordinary exposure does 
not appreciably alter our natural body 
temperature. 

So don't let the trick medical or 
health “authorities” mislead you 
about that.

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In BankRaidsNetting $20,000 


By the Associated Press. | 

A detective was killed and two of- 
ficers, a bank clerk and two robbers 
Were wounded in three Monday morn- 
ing bank robbers which netted little 
more than $20,000. . 

The series of holdups occurred at 
Rensselaer. N. Y., Paris, Ark., and 
Culver, Ind. 

Six men, armed with sub-machine 
guns, entered the Rensselaer County 
bank shortly before noon, lined: cus- 
tomers and clerks against a wall and 
proceeded to loot the vaults. 

A clerk, however, had quietly touch- 
ed a police alarm, summoning two 
detectives from headquarters, two 
blocks away. As the detectivee enter- 
ed the bank they were met with a 
wave of machine gun bullets and fell 
to the floor. one of them, Charles A. 
Stevens, died a few minutes later and 
his colleague, Frederick Rabe, was 
wounded. The robbers, who in the ex- 
citement grabbed only $2,000, escaped 
in a waiting automobile. 

Babe tentatively identified a _pic- 
ture of Charles “Pretty Boy” Floyd, 
Oklahoma outlaw, as that of one of 
the bandits. 

In Paris, Ark., two men, guns 
drawn, forced four clerks and three 
customers into a vault of the First 
National bank. After taking all the 
cash in the tills and vault, they start- 
ed for the door, where they met and 
shot Dolph Guthrie, a teller, and Andy 
Connaughton, city marshal. A custo-

SAN PEDRO, Cal... May 29.—() 
Betrayed by heavy fog in the perilous 
“graveyard of the Pacific’ off the 
coast of Santa Barbara county, two 
damaged ocean vessels were fast 
aground today, some 20 miles apart, 
but the crew of neither was believed 
to be-in danger, 

The 5,842-ton Japanese oil tanker. 
Nippon Maru, with about 35 or 40 
men aboard, was caught on the same 
treacherous reef on which seven Unit- 
ed States navy destroyers crashed in 
1923 with a loss of 28 lives, and on 
which the liner Harvard was wrecked 
two years ago tomorrow. 

Damaged in collision with another 
lumber schooner, the steamer Cheha- 
lis was aground broadside to the beach 
a mile and a half from Government 
Point. 

It was believed the stranded vessels 
could be floated only with great dif- 
ficulty, if at all. 


Army Officer Granted 


Murder Trial Review 


WASHINGTON, May 29:—>)— 
Major Charles A. Shepard. convicted 
of the murder of his wife, Zenana 
Shepard, on the military reservation 


of Fort Riley, Kansas, was granted 
a review today by the supreme court. 


Shepard, sentenced to life impris- 
onment, wants his sentence set aside 
on the contention he was not granted 
a fair trial. 

He objected particularly to the ad- 
mission of evidence reporting his wife 
as having charged he had poisoned 
her.

GERMANY SEEK 
DEBT MORATORIUM 


Sees Collapse of Mark 
Unless Creditors Lessen 
Pressure Temporarily. 


. 
BERLIN, May 29.—(UP)—Ger- 
many today warned a conference of 


her foreign creditors that unless a 
temporary’ cessation of the transfer. 
abroad of payments of her debts were 
permitted immediately, the nation 
faced a financial collapse worse than 
the 1923 period of: inflation. 

Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, head of the 
reichsbank, threw the country on the 
mercy of the creditors, gathered here 
from all over the world to figure out 
some method of lessening the pressure 
on Germany and at the same time get- 
ting something out of their short and 
long term loans. 

_ Dr. Schacht proposed that the cred- 
itors permit what amounts to a mora- 
torium on all credits, at least tempo- 
rarily. He urged that they permit’ 
immediate cessation of transfer of 
part of the country’s foreign liabilities 
to foreign nations, leaving the cash 
inside Germany. 

_ Otherwise, he declared, the depre- 
ciation of the mark would be in- 
evitable, peocee an even graver 
disaster than in 1923—when the mark 
fell to fantastic depths. 

Dr. Schacht emphasized that trans- 
fer of foreign payments out of Ger- 
many was possible only on the basis 
of a surplus of imports. Excessive 
borrowing, he said, before the depres- 
sion had prevented Germany from pay- 
ing later, since she has been hin- 
dered by her low export. ° 

Germany’s total foreign indebted- 
edness amounts to  20,000,000,000 
marks, on which service charges to- 
taling 1,300,000,000 marks are dué 
this year,

I love 
her and will do anything within rea- 
son to get her back. Please advise 
me what steps I ought so

ANSWER: 


You need a mediator in the per- 
son of a family physician or minis- 
ter or trusted friend of the old 
folks who can go to them and show 
them what a wicked thing they are 
doing in separating your wife from 
you. Having been so long under 
the dominat of these adoring 
relatives she will not listen to any 
direct plea you might make to her 
to come back to your home. It is 
possible that her physical condi- 
tion accounts, in part, for her ex- 
traordinary conduct and that after 
the baby is born she will be more 
reasonable. 


Yet the real cause of her extraordi- 
nary behavior lies deeper than any 
physical condition. It lies in her 1n- 
tense selfishness that has grown out 
of her having been, since babyhood, 
surrounded by adoring relatives who 
have anticipated her every wish and 
denied her nothing that she has ex- 
pressed a desire for. We can’t deal 
intelligently with any situation un- 
less we take into account the under- 
lying causes of it. 

Itemight be well for you to go to 
see her, tell her that you love her 
and want her to come back, but it 
won’t be well for you to precipitate 
any discussion of the matter, either 
with her or the old folks. First let 
the mediator approach them, let him 
report to you and then base your 
next move on his report. If the fam- 
ily is amenable to reason, your wife 
will be. If they are stubborn and 
unyielding in their attitude toward a 
reconciliation between you and your 
wife, you should make a final at- 
tempt to talk her into a sane position, 
but it is not likely that you can do 
this before the birth of the baby. 


In the meantime there are many 
little attentions that you can show 
her which will be calculated to 
soften her heart toward you, the 
father of her child. There will be 
heavy expense in connection with 
the ordeal through which she is to 
pass. The expense is your respon- 
sibility and you should assume it. 
Before she has done with the mat- 
ter, she will naturally be reaching 
out for your love and sympathy 
and protection.

He was tagged Christopher Theophelus while the priest 
swung the incense and candles were lighted. He learned wres- 
tling because the Greek schools teach wrestling as they do 
Greek and spelling and-other odd subjects. 

In the ancient burial temple at the village of Beni Hassan, 
Middle Egypt, some 5,000 years ago, the artists took their 
chisels and carved pictures of wrestlers on the walls of the 
tombs. (Note—Chiseling has never quite disappeared from 
wrestling or boxing since that time, due largely to the machina- 
tions of managers. This may have been the origin of chiseling 
in sport. ) 

A couple of thousand years later the Greeks had 

a word for it. But it was not until Christopher The- 

ophelus came to this country hunting a job that the 

Greeks really had a champion for the game. The 

Egyptians chiseled the game on rock. The Greeks took 

it and made plenty rocks, or coconuts, out of it. 

But there has never been a champion like Jim Londos, who 
was tagged Christopher Theophelus, but who was given the 
shorter name by sports writers who had to write heads that fit.

IS FORECAST BY ADAMS

“1. Our money has been cheapened 
and the currency inflation program 
will necessarily advance the price of 
all commodities. ; 

2. The people have done without 
clothes and other cotton goods for so

About 125 bakers from Atlanta, 
Rome, ‘Gadsden and surrounding ter-| 
ritory gathered Monday night at the 
Henry Grady hotel to hear the an- 
nouncement of the discovery of a new | 
product that promises to virtually, 


product, a revolutionary type of 
shortening, was developed by the bak- 
ery research staff of Procter & Gam- 
ble, of Cincinnati, Ohio, whose rep- 
resentatives were in charge of the 
meeting. 

According to statements made by | 
company officials, only 20 per cent 
of the total cake production in the 
United States today comes from com- 
bakeries, whereas in recent 
years the bread production of‘ Ameri- 
ca has been concentrated in bakeries 
to the extent of 90 per cent. 

It was explained that the new prod- 
uct permits the baker to make a high 
ratio batter—a batter to carry more | 
sugar, more eggs, more milk anid 
more shortening itself—all the rich 
essentials of good cake—in far larger 
proportions to the flour than has here- 
tofore been possible. An added fea- 
ture of the cakes made under the 
new process is the fact that they cost 
no more than bakers’ cakes of the 


old type. 


STATEMENT OF FORBES | 
QUESTIONED BY TILLER 


Questioning the accuracy of a state- 
ment given out recently by M, 
Forbes, secretary of the Georgia Cdt- 
ton Manufacturing Association, J. Sid 
Tiller, president of the Georgia Fed- 
eration of Labor, issued a letter say- 
ing “it was apparently the intention 
to lead the public to believe that leg- 
islation sponsored by the federation 
seeking to eliminate child labor would 
also apply to farms.”
